I am car- 
rying on tliis wi>rk in > oiijunctioii 
with Mr. I'rocjor of the geo|ogicnl 
survey, and am cui fident tbafboth 
the immigrants and the state will 
be benefitted bv our efforts. 

"I am conslan'lv io correspon- 
dence with inrlependi;iit farmers 
seekin(^ advice upon tho (|Uestion of 
location -in tho United' States. 
Many (nquire about southern Cali- 
fornia, but I always tell them thai 
it is my firm conviirlion that Ken- 
tucky is the best locution they can 
find. German immigrants wjll be 
encouraged to come here not only 
from Europe, Imt those already In 
America will be shown the advan- 
tage of a change of location. The 
farmers whom it is sought to byirg 
here are only such as can support 
them-^elves for at least thri'c years. 
Most of those in correspondence 
with me are worth |3,(XX) or more, 
and will be able to firmly establish 
themselves. A man who cannot 
support himself for a ([ine is always 
an almost worthless immigrant. 
He himself gets discouraged, and 
reiitesents to bis fellow-countryman 
that the land where he has settled 
Is unable to )>'\vz him a suitable tap- 
port." — Louisville Post.

with longing for elegant life iiii-slairs, 
or genteel work in some of llic atlrac- 
tivo new callings open to woiuoii. No 
piiblir school grndnale willingly come* 
down to manual l:ilKir, and luibotly do- 
sires to 1)0 a common person." Soma 
of thcover-xoaloiisadvocatssof manual 
training in piiblio education appear to 
be largely Influeneed by this considera- 
tion, and urge iudastrial e lucnlion, as 
one eminent adrocala puis il, on the 
ground that, thus modlded, the com- 
mon schools may be good for some- 
thing for common |ieople.
